REMARKS 

The applicants appreciate the Examiner's thorough examination of the appHcation and 
request reexamination and reconsideration of the appUcation in view of the preceding 
amendments and the following remarks. The applicants are also filing a Notice of Appeal and 
Pre- Appeal Request for Review simultaneously herewith. 

THE $112 REJECTIONS 
The Examiner rejects claims 4 and 5 imder 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite, particularly, as lacking antecedent basis. 

In reply, the applicants have cancelled claim 4 and amended claim 5. 

Accordingly, the applicants request that the Examiner withdraw the rejections of claims 4 

and 5. 

CONCLUSION 

The Examiner's rejections based on 35 U.S.C. §112 have been addressed. The applicant 
has filed a Notice of Appeal and Pre-Appeal Request for Review with respect to the remaining 
rejections in the Office Action, and it is respectfully submitted that the application is in condition 
for allowance.
